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Amazing Increase of 
South’s Grain Production 


(From The Manufacturers’ Record.) 

The grain crop of the south this year 
will exceed in value by several hundred 
million dollars the total of the most val- 
uable cotton crop ever produced by this 
section. 

This remarkable fact is due to an in- 
crease in grain production throughout the 
south, which will demonstrate what this 


‘section is capable of doing in the develop- 


ment of diversified farming. According to 
the forecast of grain production for the 
country, based on conditions July 1, the 
production of grain in the southern states 
for this year will be 1,540,000,000 bushels 
or a gain of 286,000,000 bushels over last 
year. If to the figures covering wheat, 
corn and oats we properly add the rice 
crop of 30,000,000 bushels, the total grain 
for the south this year will be 1,570,000,000 
bushels, and as this year’s rice crop exceeds 
by 6,000,000 bushels last year’s, we would 
have a total increase of grain in this section 
of 292,000,000 bushels. 

This phenomenal situation is all the more 
impressive when taken in connection with 
the grain crop of the entire country. 

The estimated yield for the country for 
the year, including rice, is 5,414,000,000 
bushels, or an increase of 490,000,000 bushels 
over 1914. Out of this total gain 292,000,000 
bushels, or nearly 60 per cent, is due to the 
increase in the south. The grain in this 
section will be nearly per cent over last 
year, as compared with only 51-2 per cent 
for the balance of the country. The actual 
gain in the south is 94,000,000 bushels greater 
than the increase in the balance of the United 
States. These figures are wonderfully sig- 
nificant of the agricultural possibilities of 
the south, and this increase in grain, which 
typifies the increase in foodstuffs generally, 
will largely offset the adverse situation in 
cotton. In the south corn commands a much 
higher figure than in the west, running often 
from 10 to 20 cents a bushel more than west- 
ern prices. On this basis, therefore, it is sate 
to estimate that the grain crops of the south 
will represent a gain of at least $200,000,000 
over last year's tigures. 

Kivery state, with the exception of Mary- 
land, whose wheat crop is short, shares In 
this inereased grain production. Alabama 
shows a gain of nearly 17,090,000 bushels, 
Arkansas, 23,500,000 bushels; Georgia, 18,700,- 
0VvU0 bushels; Jouisiana, 16,000,000 bushels; 
Mississippi, nearly 20,000,000 bushels; South 
Carolina, 8,700,000 bushels; Virginia, 18,200,000 
bushels: while Texas comes to the front with 
a gain of 58,600,000, and Oklahoma 40,400,000 
bushels. 

Kvery business 
should feel the vivifying influence 
splendid grain crop. The south did not this 
year turn its attention to grain as largely 
as it’ should have done, and at the same time 
still further lessen its cotton acreage, but 
it has made a magnificent start, which indi- 
cates its almost limitless opportunities for 
grain-growing. 

In 1900 the production of wheat, corn and 
oats in the south was 911,000,000 bushels, 
compared with this year’s yield of 1,540,000,- 
000. We have thus advanced the production 
this year over 1900 by 630,000,000 bushels. 

But looking beyond the south to the whole 
country we find that Nature has again 
blessed this land with abundant crops al- 
ready harvested, and with the promise of 
splend!d crops now growing. If conditions 
do not materially decrease the expected corn 
production, this year's crops will largely ex- 
ceed in value $10,000,000,000. The indications 
of the United States agricultural department 
show a probable increase in the wheat fF 
duction of 72,000,000 bushels; of corn, 
000,000 bushels; of oats, 258,000,000 bushels; 
of barley, 13,000,000 bushels, and of rice, 
6.000.000 bushels. The total figures on grain 
production, taking the estimate of the agri- 
cultural department for corn, with the un- 
derstanding that it is too early yet for final 
figures, are as follows:

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THE PLEA FOR WOMEN LAWYERS 


The favorable committee recommendation 
last week of the house bill making provision 
whereby women may practice law in Geor- 
gia and the prospect of this bill coming up 
for the consideration of the house, probably 
this week or next, has set legislators to 
thinking. 

The cause of the women who desire to be 
lawyers in Georgia has never -been more 
clearly and ably set forth than in the ad- 
dress of the late Judge John S. Hopkins 
upona similar bill before a general judiciary 
committee of the house in 1912. 

A copy of this splendid address has been 
furnished The Constitution by Linton C. Hop- 
kins, a prominent Atlanta attorney and sc 
of the late Judge Hopkins. 

Mr. Hopkins is an advocate of 
women to practice law.

Mr. Hopkins’ Statement. 


“It seems to be a shame that Georgia 
should be among the three or four states 
who are left who still deny women entrance 
to the legal profession. All other profes- 
sions and businesses are open to women. The 
great point in the case is that every addi- 
tional field opened to them makes for the 
betterment of the race. Whenever a wom- 
an who has to earn her own living goes into 
a profession, she leaves a vacancy behind 
her which is filled by another woman a lit- 
tle bit below, and this, of course, leaves an- 
other vacancy for another woman. 

“An additional opening, therefore, for 
women of high earning power makes for the 
betterment of women all along the line. Those 
who have far less intellectual ability and 
whose labor is worth much less money, feel 
the good effects of it. 

“Women who work for the lowest wages 
are always confronted with the temptation 
to eke out their earnings in illegal ways, and 
therefore every time any part of the field 
of labor allotted to woman is broadened, 
no matter where, from those who make the 
least money to those who make the most, 
this danger is lessened 

“T have no interest in this bill other 
a desire to see it passed for the 
state.”

“Man has the natural, the 
right to gain the means of a livelihood by 
the use of the powers given him, whether 
those powers .be estimated as they are when 
fresh from the hands of nature, or as they are 
when developed and enlarged by labor, en- 
ergy and education. Whatever his powers or 
attainments may be, he has the equal right 
with all others to pursue any of the voca- 
tione that may be within the reach of his 
abilitv, and woman has a like right. She 
is one of the units that make up ‘we, the 
people.’

New York, July 18.—Purchase of 40,- 
000 tons of special steel by the Steel 
Corporation for the National Tube 
company was one of the significant 
developments last week in the steel 
and iron trade. In June the Carnegie 
| Steel company booked orders for 100,-

International Complications 
Fail to Check Gaatidenne! 
in the Future, Says Dun’s 
Report. 


Dun’s report says: 

Constructive factors accumulate and, 
the international uncertainties, while | 
making for caution, fail to check the 
growth of contidence in the future. , 
With the basic influences still gaining | 
in strength, the outlook steadily be~ | 
comes brighter, although, apart from 
industrial lines, progress is not rapid 
in any direction. It is mainly in sen- 
timent that the general] situation con- 
tinues to reflect uniform and substan- 
tial betterment, but in actual commer- 
cial transactions there is also concrete 
evidence of improvement. One instance 
of this is found in the record of bank 
clearings, which more frequently show 
increases in comparison earlier 
periods and for the current week are 
5.2 per cent larger than in 1914. To 
some extent this is due to the expan- 
sion in speculative operations at New 
York, yet the gains in the totals at 
outside cities indicate a broadening 
volume of business in legitimate trade 
channels. Other statistics are likewise 
more favorable and the considerable 
reduction in the number of idle cars 
last month testifies to more active 
movements of freight. 

Rallroad Returns Better. 

Returns of railroad earnings are now 
less disappointing than in the past, and 
expectations of further improvement 
in this respect are encouraged by the 
official promise of big yields of grain. 
The latter also means much to the 
country at large; yet, on the other 
hand, the south is confronted with the 
problem of finding a market for its 
present and prospective suppljes of

cotton, owing to the export restrictions 
imposed by the war. During June, 
however, domestic consumption rose to 
a new high record for the period, al- 
though the bullish influence of this 
was offset by the very heavy stocks 
held by manufacturers and in inde- 
pendent warehouses throughout the 
south.

the “break” about 9:39 o'clock, 
the same time that Chief Cody 
Superintendent Rapp arrived. 

Workmen are not held in readiness at 
the pumping station at night. They 
were quickly gathered in automobiles, 
and set to work on closing down valves 
on each side of the break. 

Chief Cody realized the seriousness 
of the situation, and had a special 
lookout for fires stationed at each sta- 
tion over the city. 

The break in the 36-inch main on 
Fourteenth street was at a point on 
top of a hill near Kontz street. A 
hundred yards east toward West 
Peachtree street work is being done 
on a sewer, in a deep ravine, 
this point the waterworks 
trouble with 
for some three weeks. 

When officials of the Hemphill pump- 
ing station realized that there was a 
break in the mains somewhere 
the city they immediately shut down 
the huge pumps, and they did not again 
run until 10:30 o'clock, when all valves 
on each side of the break had been 
closed, well as the valves running 
off the broken main to side streets 
and connecting "with the city’s water 
System on other streets. 


FOUR BLOCKS 
WATERLESS. 


It then required the pumps some thir- 
ty minutes to get the pressure high 
enough to supply water. Ninety pounds 
pressure was required, although fifty 
pounds supplied water to some points 
of the city. There is no water for 
four blocks between the valves on 
Fourteenth street. 

While the waterworks construction 
force is replacing the section of pipe 
which broke danger exists in the event 
of fire. No extra pressure could be 
given by the pumping station to the 
fire engines. The only pressure the 
firemen can look for will be from their 
own engines. The break will be re- 
paired today. 

When the main broke on Fourteenth 
Street a regular deluge ensued. Water 
spurted high into the air, as though 
coming from a geyser. 

The broken section of pipe was re- 
moved at an early hour this morning, 
and a new section will be put in today. 

Atlanta presented a Sahara aspect 
for hours following the bursting of 
the mains. 

The soda water stands did a great 
business. There was no water in the 
soda stands, however, to wash the 
glasses, and the supply of lithia water 
was quickly exhausted. 

Telephones at fire headquarters, .the 
pumping station, police barracks and 
Constitution were kept busy for 
hours, explaining why Atlanta had no 
water, and assuring people there was 
no bigs fire anvwhere. 

The telephone company § deserves 
credit for the manner in which the 
thousands of telephone calls were han- 
dled. 


LIGHTING 
PLANTS. 


Independent lighting systems in the 
city, dependent on city water for gen- 
eration of their power, were shut down. 

Manager Smith, of the waterworks, 
explained last night that there was 
no way of switching off the Fourteenth 
street main when it broke, and giving 
the city immediate water pressure. 

“There are three important mains,’ 
said Mr. Smith, ‘‘all of which lead from 
the pumping station on Hemphill ave- 
nue. They are the Fourteenth street, 
the largest, a 36-inch cast iron main; 
the Marietta and Hemphill avenue 
mains, each of 30-inch diameter. The 
entire city water system of mains and 
subsidiary mains necessarily are con- 
nected, making a complete circuit. 

“When the dead weight on 
pumps told of a break in one of the 
large mains last night, there was 
nothing to do but close down the valve 
just outside of the pumping station 
on the largest main. 


CAUSE OF

“So many people called us up out of 
mere curiosity to know about the water 
thatit was some time before we learn- 
ed of the locality of the break. Then 
we had to get the workmen together. 
Two additional valves of the 36-inch 
main had to be closed. then, which re- 
quired some thirty minutes each to 
close. They were at Kontz and Four- 
teenth, on one side of the break, and 
at West Peachtree and Fourteenth, 
on the other side of the break. Then 
valves to three side street mains had 
to be closed to cut out connections 
with the rest of the city water sys- 
tem before the pumps could be again 
started,

was done and the 
pumps started, it required some thirty 
minutes additional to: fill up the 
empty water mains over the city be- 
fore there was any water. 

“It was just one of those things that 
can't be helped, and I hope that no 
one will be too severe in their criti- 
cisms of the waterworks department.”

PROBE WILL BE MADE 
OF LUMBER INDUSTRY 


Chicago, July.~18.—The federal trade 
commission, on its way across country 
on an investigation of business condi- 
tions, will meet here tomorrow to dis- 
cover facts about lumber industry. 
The meeting will last two days. 

Representatives of all these lumber 
manufacture associations in the United 
States have been invited to appear. 
Statements will be made by RK. H. 
Downman, of New Orleans, president 
of the National Lumber Manufacturers’ 
association; Charles S. Keith, Kansas 
City, Mo., president of the Southern 
Pine association; C. l. Millard, Norfolk, 
Va., North Carolina Pine association; 
J. R. Toole, Missoula, Mont., president 
of the Western Pine Manufacturers’ 
association; E. A. Selfridge, Jr., Wil- 
littes, Cal., president of the California 
Redwood association; George EK. Wat- 
son, New Orleans, secretary of the 
Southern Cypress Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation; C. A. Bigelow, Bay City, Mich. 
president of the Michigan Hardwoo< 
Manufacturers’ association; E. 3S. Ha- 
zen, Portland, Ore., West Coast Lum- 
ber Manufacturers’ association, and C.

Washington, July 18.—Conferences 
between the federal trade conmimission 
and lumber manufacturers, beginning 
tomorrow at Chicago, will be part of 
a weneral investigation of the lumber 
industry, according to an announce- 
ment from the commission's oftice to- 
day, the commission will try to ‘find 
out how the timber supply of the coun- 
try is being utilized, and whether or 
not normal and healthy conditions ex- 
ist in the forest using industries.” 

“As the situation is described bv the 
forest service,” said the announcement, 
“although logging and forest fires are 
reducing the timber supply by eighty 
or more million feet a year, much low 
grade timber is not marketable. From 
a quarter to a third of the material 


grown in the forests is wasted in man- |

ufacture. From the 
standpoint the country seems 
glutted with lumber, but while 
manufacturers have reduced their out- 
put for the time being, there is no 
prospect of any permanent weakening 
in the attack of the 45,000 saw mills 
on the remaining forests. There has 
also been much speculation in timber 
which has tended to enhance timber 
Values and to increase the prices de- 
manded by lumber mills. The develop- 
ment has occasioned more or leas be- 
lief that prices were being raised arti- 
ficially.”’
